for va;rious schemes and plans but no amount has been set apart for 
those areas that have bssn acquired from Madras State newl}^ Those 
areas really require some development because while the Madras 
GoveYnment have spent nearly 65 lakhs of rupees for Tiruttani taluk 
toVatds development of agricultural farming, introducing electiicity, 
roads and social development and so on and so forth but m our State 
our Andhra Pradesh Government gave very lecently only Rs. 10 lakhs 
ofr the areas transferred to our State. That is not sufficient We 
require Rs 25 lakhs more to develop Satyawedu taluk and other ter- 
irtorieS that we have acquired. 

In this cDnnection I want to say that there is relationship between 
iniastty and agnealture Our agriculture is providing work for the 
peasants only for 3 to 4 months during rainy season and afterwards 
tiiey are thrown out of employment. To give them work we have to 
stai^t small scale industries. In Japan also they have started small 
scale industries. Therefore they were able to create alternative em- 
ployment. Whenever there was fall or failure of agriculture they take 
to industries. Therefore there is always a relationship between in- 
dustry and agriculture. Our Government has to concentrate on 
agriculture and small scale industries wiiich will provide work If 
there is work there is no need for starvation. There is no need to be 
afraid of any taxation' I request this Government to consider all, 
these aspects and to pay better attention towards agriculture and 
small scale industries.

It is lather deplorable that any one can spuiiousiy 
cret his name included m a paiticular list of backward classes If 
a Brahmm says he is a Na>a Biahmm, he becomes a member of back- 
ward class. In the same manner, it a Kapu says he is a Kouda Kapu, 
he can be mcUided m the list oi backward classes There aie many 
rich people even m these Backward Clashes On p' oJuction of ceiti- 
ficate saying that their incomes are below a cercaia hniit, they are 
made eligible for educational concessions. I therefore leqae&t the 
Govern n^ent, in view of all these things, to scrap the Backward Class 
tists and if there are people who are really backwaid and who are 
oncluded m Backward class lists they may be given benefits of educa- 
laonal concessions and people who do not deserve should not, under 
my circumstancess, make themselves eligible by using some name 
ir o ther tor these educational concessions. If that is done, I think 
things will be more equitable and more fair. 

Next Sir, I would like to thank the Government for introducing 
the old age pension scheme A few months back, the Government felt 
that destitute old men and women should be given some pension and 
they fixed the age limit at 70 years but now they have reduced i% to 
65 years, I am very grateful to tuem but I only wish that this scheme 
is made' Statewide so that all the destitute old people may get tne 
benefit of these pensions. 

The thn!d point for which I have to congratulate the Government 
IS for having takea'a decibion that no viUage should go withoi^t a 
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drmking water well There are lots of villages in Rayalaseema dis- 
tricts where the villagers have to go from 3 to 5 miles to get drinking 
V, ater and during the rainy season they drink water pooled m ponds 
which IS most unhealthy and often they are victims of Guinea\vorm 
and other diseases More than a crore of rupees has been provided 
for which the Goverament deserves congratulations. 

I would like to make a few suggestions with regard to the drught 
affected areas Certain parts of the btate arc habitually drought affect- 
ed and the people theie depend on the vagaries of the monsoon I feel 
that the Government is not tackling this problem properly They 
ha\e not given serious thought to this pioblem First they must find 
out the method by which the rain water that falls on the soil is con- 
served for which I find only one method i.^., contour bunding for 
soil conservation Firstly soil is preserved and secondly water is con- 
served to increase the subsoil water. The Government have laun- 
ched this scheme, but I wish they put it in a more intensive way so 
that the drought affected areas may have the advantage of this con- 
tour bunaing. 

Secondly the Government have started the method of giving sub- 
sidies for irrigation wells This is also very commendable X WiSh 
that the Government allots more funds ans increases the number of 
wells so that the ryot may not depend on the vagaries of the monsoon 

I would like to bring to the notice of the Government one point 
for which we have been agitating for the last 4j or 5 years and that is 
deepening of the wells Tiie people are agitating that they should 
be supplied witii drilL for deepening the wells. The Government 
have not taken this pjint seriously into their head If every Pan-" 
ciayat Samithi is supphed with a drill even by giving them a loan, 
I am sure this pro£)lem could be tacKled to a great extent Another 
requirement to deepen tiie*weU ib rock-blastmg units Somehow or 
other we do not have the rock-blastmg units Why not the State 
Government write to the Go verni-nent ot India that tiiese roek-blasting 
units wnich are lying idle witn the ^Vlihtary are supphed to the ryots 
whereby the people can get more water oy blasting tne rocks/ If 
you want to better tne lot of the ryots m these drought affected areas, 
they must be supphed with cheap power* Unfortunately the allot- 
ment for supply of electricity is very little and if this state of aff- 
airs is allowed to go on, there is no salvation for people who are living 
in these drought affected areas. Thank you,Sir*
